The modern U, S. Senator is a peculiar product 
of our time. It takes all kinds of people to 
make a world and its takes a mixture of all 
kind of egotistical asses to make a certain kind 
of a fenator, We note in the dispatches that 
Senator Lodge makes no bones in admitting that 
his principal reason for antagonizing the League 
of Nations is a partisan antipathy to President 
Wilson. 

Thank fortune there are not many of this 
breed, but there are about half a dozen too many, 
at that. Nothing just Nke them have ever before 


ceveloped in American politics, The system of - 


selecting them could only have been perfected 
by long practice. There is always a chance that 
any one man may be stupid; any one man may 
be obtuse; any one man may be a hopeless judge 
of the trend of public sentiment, and any one 
man may not develop the brains of a canned cove 
oyster; and sti some other man may be seven 
different kinds of a burro.
